Festival Of Empire 


In August 189t, an Englfst- 
man, named J. Astley Cooper 
wrote to “The Times" und other 
influential publications in Lon- 
dan te oulline and recommend a 
plan for what he called a "Pan- 
Britunnie Festival’, . 1 was he 
who first concelved a scheme 
for a British Empire Sports 
Festival, ‘ 

Two yeus later, his plan was 
loken up with enthusiasm by 
Richard Coombes, the “Grand 
Old, Man” of Australian athietles 
of which he was Chairman for 
35 years, Coombes continually 
drew: attention to the value 
which “Empire Games" would 
have, and wus the first to sug- 
jest that they should be Intro- 
duced under that name and, in 
something like thelr ‘present 
form. = 


Next Development 


The next important develop- 
ment took place in 1928, 
During the Olympic Games in 
Amsterdam, the . wormth = of 
fhe friendshlp and «+ ¢0- 
operation among the Britlsh Em- 
pire naticas competing in that 
Meeting revived the iden thet a 
seperate Empire Games be held 
to cement and develop’ those 
tricndships. |

and British Guiana,

Mr Bernacchi was speaking to 
the members of the Lions Club- 
of ‘Hongkong at their luncheon 
meeting, In an eloquent appraisal 
of community. Hfe in Hongkeng,. 
cntitled “What is Citkenship?” 
~The Reform Club Chairmon 
who Is also o member of the 
Urban Council begon by  ex- 
plaining that o citizen or ‘“free- 
man” formerly meant a freenian. 
of a city, and that nowadays we 
ore Inclined w forget the very 
great Importance which was ate 
tatned to such a status. 


Right To Vote 


“In carly tuys jn Unglana, 
when the ilyht fo vee was 
eqverely lavited «(is dt rill bs 
in Hongkong) Jt wus a highly 
valued priviicge and no {ree- 
min would fall to exercise his 
Tights, 

“So, essentially a citizen is o 
Person who Is tree and uble to 
teoke on oactive part da the 
conumunity ilfe of the city 
where ho resides. Lt ls both a 
duly and on honour, yet in 
Hongkong, where we have u 
ely of nearly 3,000,000 In- 
baubliants, the number of those 
who act os if they really were 
citizens is pitifully 

“Citizenship is historically 
essentially linked with the right 
fo vote, and it follows therefore 
that the good citleens who has a 
vote will exercise that right and 
not Jet it lapse Just because go- 
ing to vote or registering as a 
vustr Involves some measure of 
personul ineconvenicoce.

Welfare Work 


He went on to say that in 
Hongkong where the proportion 
of ufe annual budget spent 
directly on welfare work ,was 
extremely small and yet the 
pressing problems of so many 
poor cad needy members of the 
community are forever In the 
forefront, it was esscnUal for 
4s many as possible to help in 
social service work. 

“This docs not just mean 
pulting on ao tle or o hat and 
attending some Committec 
meetings, it means gettlng down 
to tho problem out in “tbe 
streets, in the various sdtlal 
service centres, in tho poor 
overcrowded homes, the squat- 
fer areas tnd the overcrowded 
hospitals, 

“Hongkong can rightly boast 
of a very large number of 
voluntary bodies engaged in 
social service work, assistance 
{o the poor, the refugees, there 
are campalgns and organisations 
fo cure ‘tubercutfosis and 
Ieprosy, to obtain blood donors, 
to provide clubs for © poor 
children, orphanages and: train- 
ing centres for the young. All 
these and many more must have 
constant assistance : from the 
citizens themselves if they are 
.to continue to kecp going.
